It would
be much better, we beg leave to suggest,
that those forty bushels per quarter of
dead letters should be sold to some paper-
maker aod ground up and re-converted
iuto good paper.

The operations of the Finance Buareau
of the General Post office Department for
the carrent year disclose the fact of a
rapid increase in the business and im-
portance of the dead letter office. In the
| first quarter of 1352 the number of dead
letters found by the openers, which con-
tained money was 1701—the amoun:
810,238; sccond quarter, 1,736 letters,
and $11,176; third quarter, 1,781 letters
and 810,869; fourth quarter, 1,942 letters
and 811,713, _

In the qgarter ended 31st March, 1851
—two years afterwards—the number of
valuable dead letters reached 2,323, con-
taining 814,401, The sccond quarter
yielded 2,487 letters, and $14,325 in
money. We have tiom the third quar-
ter—ended 30th Scptember last—2,354
letters, in which were found $14,083 in
cash. When itis recolleeted that theso
do not embrace the Jead letters from
foreign countries, which are all returned
unopened, the progress of this braneh of
governmental service is more apparent.

All dead letters are from day to day
retarned to the recovering elerk, by whom
they are duly registered, the correspon-
dence prepared, and the whole transwit-
ted by the outzoing mails to the places at
which the letters were originally mailed,
by which quick process an average of
saven-eights of the money is safely re-
tarued to its legal owners.
